Explosion iu a Saloon. 

Chicaoo, May IL— A flre in which 

one man is known to have lo=t his life 
and 10 others were injuivd, four of 
them probably in a fatal manner, oc- 
curred iu a rooming house at lU iSher- 
manst^t al 1:80 this morning. The 
building was a 8-story brick oonoern, 
standing directly across Sherman street 
from the north end of (lie board of tr.idc 
building. Tlie first flo')r was o' l upieil 
as a sal'^m by H. H. Happ* l and tlie 
floors above were used as a cheap hotel 
and rooming bouse by August Michael. 

The fire was started \j an explosion 
in Hapi^el's saloon, and inside of a min- 
ut« the whole lower portion cf the build- 
ing was a mass of flames. Tho inmates 
never had the slightest chance to escape 
fur the only door by which entrance was 
had to the hotel was in front and dose 
to the saloon door. The fl.unes blocke<l 
that meiius of escape.

The prisoner! were hustled off to tba 
city and brought before Judge Swing 
of the saperior coort, who, after a short 
discussion with the attornm for the 
prisoners and for the Civic Federation 
which planned the raid, admitted the 
prisoners to bail in the sum of |800 
each. 

One uf the prisoners, just as he left 
the courtroom, declared that he had 
been "pinched" just as he was about to 
cash a winning ticket aud there was a 
craning of nicks to see tho man who 
had "beaten the game it Il.iwthorue," 
even though it profited Imn nothing but 
glory. 

The oflicials of the Civic Federation 
have determined that there shall Ih' n<) 
racing contrary tu law in t'ook county 
this year, and they declare that they 
will rojieat the raids as often as the 
maiia^i'im iit care to opt ii up. Hereto- 
fore t!ie work of MippiesMiig the racing 
ha> been the pidviiice of the federation's 
committee on morals, but since tlie elec- 
tion, no nt.nv (Njmiuittees have been ap- 
pointed, and tlie former lapsi'd with the 
outgoing adiiiiiii.^fration. Tho gambling 
evil at the race track> tiecame so otTen- 
sive tliat Pre.--ident Baker of the federa- 
tion resolved to begin warfare on them 
without w ilting for the intervention of 
a committee on mojals. He consulted 
with a number of the prominent mem- 
bers of the federation, and all uf them 
apiiroved and indorsed hia plans and 
promised him their support. 

It was decided to swear out the war- 
rants before a ,iudgo of a court of rec- 
ord, as it was known that the Haw 
thorne i)eop)e kept a justice of the 
pe;w8 at the rai e track and were pre- 
pared to givr bail on the spot when ar- 
rests were made on warrants issued by 
another justice. Warrants were ac- 
conlingly taken but before Judge Ewing 
yesterday morning, given to the sheriff 
at noon, and two hours later a small 
army of deputies was headed toward 
the track, ci>rrying warrants returnable 
in Judge Ewiug's court at 4 o'clock. 

Rumors of we intended raid had got 
afiroad, however, and when the aruiv of 
the law approached the track ther9/aa 
great ouniusion and excitement at the 
track. The booku^^ers were promptly 
given the alarm. Tod at once began to 
hustle their blackboards ont of sight. 
When the deputies marched in not a 
blackboard was to be seen, and tha 
bookmakers were standing around try- 
ing to look innocent, a lurge contract 
for any bookmaker to pick np. 

There was no confnnon at the foreign 
book, however. Joe Ullman controls it 
and be had been arrested in a raid last 
year. He had an idea that ligtning 
never straok twice in the same place, 
and he was making bets on nice, good 
races on other tracks, and not on the 
wi<dted events at Hawthorne. There- 
fore, wrapped in his innocence, confi- 
dent of his ability to locate tho spot 
where the bolt would strike, he made 
no effort to hide lus blackboard, or 
what would have servd him better, his 
person, and he was h.idly fooled. Thi» 
lightumg hit hiui fair and square. A 
deputy, who had an idea that Haw- 
thorne rai'es were no more immoral 
than those on other tracks, promptly 
rounded Mr. Ullni.in u]>, much t) that 
gentleman's disgust .111(1 wrath, for his 
book was Jf^.'XK) behiud ou the day, and 
he w.inted to make it up. Other men 
connected with the foreign book, seeing 
the miserable failure of UUmaii's light- 
ning r(Kl, niiule a wild break for liberty, 
but the officers secured as asaiij of IbMS 

iw they c.ired for. 

The fonnul hearing of the prisoners 
will be next Tuesday morning at 10 
o'clock. I'resident Baker was prompted 
to vigorous action iu tho matter, it is 
said, Dy the federation people, by the 
audacity of the track managers in ignor- 
ing the law as entirely as u it did not 
exist. That betting at race tracks is a 
violation of the state law is not ques- 
tioned. So well were the racing crowds 
satisfied that their enterprises were il- 
legal that they caused to be introduced 
in the legislature the Humphrey racing 
bill, legalizing racing in the state under 
certain conditions. 

This bill has not yet bsooBM a law* 
but the race track people did not waM 
f or thejeneral aaambur to aot on tMr 
bill. Tbey auds anlasiTS prepare ttons 
for tbeall swguBar radag meeting, and 
the two assodatioas anaoMd to divida 
the time, so that both wowd h^f aqaal 
chances «t tba pubUo.
